RUBBER! . | 


A RUSSIAN dandelion became a 
major factor in winning — the 
war. Most of the rubber on which 
the Red Army rolled into the Reich 
came from the millc In the roots of 
this plant, 


It.Js called “Kole Snghiz.” On the 
steppes of Siberia and in the farm- 
Innds of-the Ukraine, hundreds of 
thousands of aeres are sown with 
the “Kole Saghiz” dandelion, It is 
frown jn rows Ike sugar-bect. 
When it js rvady for harvesting, the 
Rusalan farmers cut off the tops— 
which can be used os good cattle- 
feed—and boil the roots to produce 
the milky “Intex” that Is processed. 
into rubber. The carbohydrates of: 
the root can then be fermented to 
produce alcohol as a by-product. 


By selecting and improving the. 
plants, the “Russians are ° getting 
yields up to 250lbs. per acre. That's 
much more than the yleld of seven- 
year-old rubber trees. And “Kok 
Saghiz" can be harvested at onc to 
two years old. So the Russians 
gained rubber independence in time 
for the German invasion—by 
developing their rubber dandelions 
ten years ahead, ; 


1.000. Plants Tested 


In 1931 the Kremlln ordered an 
examination of every wild -plant in 
the Sovict Union. In the next three 

cars more: than 1,000 possible rub- 
ber plants were tested. Nearing the 
end of thelr expedition, the rubber 
explorers rested in ao house in 
Enstern Kazakstan, near the Chinese 
border. Quite by accident they 
noticed .a plant growing in tho 
window-box. The owner told them 
{t was called “Kok Saghiz” and 
came from the Tien Shan = moun- 
tains. Inside the’. root was = more 
rubber than In any other plant thoy 
had tested. 

When the Japs cut off British and 
American rubber supplies, Russia 
sent us Kok Saghiz seeds. But the 
Western Allies were concentrating 
on “synthetic rubber" made from 
petroleum. Britain osgreed to 
America’s malcing {t all, and so the 
U.S. now has a capacity of 900,000 
tons a year and is using Kol: Saghiz 
asa standby, Germany had “Buna” 
~a synthetic rubber made from coal. 


Far Existern Plantations 


Britain has now discovered that | 


her Far Eastern rubber plantations 
havo suffered ‘very little damage by 
the Japs. Apart from the clearance 
of only about 10 per cent. of the 
land for food growing, the trees are 
even better than before the. Japs 
took over. Very few of them were 
tapped during the occupation, and 
they will give big ylelds after the 
long rest they: have ern The rub- 
er. plantations ww’ roduce 
1,000,000 tons a year. B

MALAYAN WAR CLAIMS 


y London, Dec, 13. 
The Cotonlal  Sceretary, Mr. 
Creech Jones, replying to questions 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
about war damage claims jn Malaya, 
sald: “Details in terms of reference 
to the Malayan War Damnge Claims 
Comunisslon have not yet been settled. 

It is, however, Intended that the 
Commission shall examine all 
claims received by them and submit 
reports thereon to the Malayon 
Governments. Until these reports 
have been received and considered, 
St will not be possible for decisions 
to be taken ns to the extent to 
which — compensation will be 
awarded, 

The setting up: of a claims com- 
‘mission does not mean that the 
governments. concerned have com- 
mitted themselves finally to paying 
compensation of certaln  speelfied 
kinds of loss and have disclaimed 
Habilities in respect of all other 
kinds. ve 
There Is no direct felatlon be- 
tween the amount of awards. which 
will be mnde and the amount of 
reparations which may be received 
from the Japanese, and untill the 
total amounts of admitted ‘claims 
Js known, {t avilf not be possible to 
say what relation the- amount of 
compensation granted will bear to 
claims admitted—Reuter, :

LINESMEN 

d ie are a lot of people who 

think a Linesman is a chap who 
waves-o flag now and again and who 
fetches the ball for players. 
ball Iaw is at some paina to state 
that the person acting as Linesman 
has certain very definite duties, 
Primarily a Linesman should indi- 
cate when the bail is out of play 
and which side should take the 
throw-in. His views, however, ore 
always subject to the decision of the 
Referce. ‘ 

It is also the Linesman’s duty to 
direct the attentlon of the Referee 
to distinct breaches of the Inws of 


the game and most particularly to]. 


those likely to bring the game of 
football into disrepute. In 
connection it Is of Interest to re- 
member that Law 6 atates that 
Linesmen “must, if such Incidents 
have not come under the notice of 
the Referee, immediately _ report 
them to him.” The emphnsis on 
“must” ‘is mine. 

Of course a Linesman must know 
when the ball js in and out of play 
-—most spectators have very hazy 
ideas on this. "The ball fs out of 
play when the whole of it has 
crossed the touch or goal Ines: It 
docsn't matter whether it does so 
on the ground or In the air. It is 
also out of play whenever the game 
Is stopped by: the Referee.
